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The Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the allowance of claims 1-16 in 
the subject application by the Examiner, and the acknowledgment made of the claim for 
foreign priority under 35 U.S.C. §1 19(a)-(d) or (f). The Applicants agree with the 
Examiner's Comments for Allowance to the extent that Applicants also believe claims 1- 
16 to be patentable. 

Nevertheless, Applicants expressly reserve the right to traverse the Examiner's 
Statements of Reasons for Allowance to the extent that any statement therein, or in any 
other part of the prosecution is intended to or has the effect of limiting any claim scope, 
explicitly or implicitly, or is intended to or has the effect of limiting any claim scope by 
stating or implying that all the reasons for patentability are in any way fully enumerated.
